HIS  BREATH-TAKING  TRIP  of  indescribable 
scenic  grandeur,  penetrates  the  very  heart  of  the 
Canadian  Rockies,  and  embraces  that  vast  section 
between  Lake  Louise  and  Jasper,  previously 
accessible  only  by  pack-train  and  at  considerable 
cost. 

This  region  has  for  many  years  fascinated  the  skilled  moun- 
taineer in  search  of  new  thrills,  and  in  it  still  remain  many 
unnamed  and  unclimbed  peaks.  Here,  twisting  active  glaciers 
descend  the  valleys  to  points  close  to  the  main  highway  and 
are  of  special  Interest,  not  only  to  the  photographer  and 
geologist,  but  to  all  who  are  privileged  to  visit  this  new 
wonderland.  The  myriads  of  wild  flowers  which  bloom  in 
profusion  in  these  alpine  valleys  and  upon  the  mountain  sides 
are  a  Joy  to  all  nature  lovers,  who  penetrate  this  new  tourist 
paradise.  Wild  life  is  abundant,  and  big  game,  such  as 
Rocky  Mountain  sheep  and  goat,  moose,  elk,  deer  and  bear 
are  frequently  seen  upon  the  hillside,  or  in  the  meadows. 

Some  of  the  numerous  points  of  interest  on  the  tour  are:  The 
Columbia  Icefield,  reputed  to  be  the  largest  deposit  of  Ice 
south  of  the  Arctic  Circle,  one  of  the  tongues  of  which  ad- 
vances to  within  a  stone's  throw  of  the  road;  Hector  Lake  and 
Mt.  Hector  (11,135  ft.);  Bow  Lakes;  Crowfoot  Glacier;  Peyto 
Lake  and  Glacier;  Waterfowl  Lakes;  Howes  Peak  (10,800  ft.); 
Mt.  Amery  (10,904  ft.);  Mt.  Murchison,  (10,936  ft.);  Saskat- 
chewan Glacier;  Mt.  Athabasca  (11,452  ft.);  Mt.  Wolley 
(11,170  ft.);  Diadem  Peak  (11,060  ft.);  and  of  special  inter- 
est— the  Snow  Dome,  a  peak  of  11,340  feet  in  height,  still 
completely  clad  in  solid  glacial  ice  which  dates  back  to  the 
Ice  Age.  This  peak  is  the  very  apex  of  the  Continent,  for 
from  its  glaciers,  which  are  a  part  of  the  Columbia  Icefield, 
rivers  are  born  which  flow  to  three  oceans — the  Athabasca 
to  the  Arctic,  the  Saskatchewan  to  the  Atlantic  and  the 
Columbia  to  the  Pacific.  The  climb  to  the  summit  is  not  too 
difficult  for  the  inexperienced  mountaineer,  and  what  a  thrill 
it  is  to  really  sit  "on  the  top  of  the  world." 

Here  truly  is  a  country  yet  unspoiled  by  man,  and  this  new 
feature  may  Justly  be  termed  "The  Pioneer  Tour  DeLuxe," 
with  a  thrilling  surprise  at  every  turn. 

Columbia  Icefield  Chalet,  owned  and  operated  by  the  Brewster
